GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 

AN ORDINANCE providing for the establishment of an 
Urban Homesteading program, in accordance with Indiana 
State Law IC 1971, 18-7, as amended, authorizing 
Neighborhood Care, Inc. to administer such program 
on behalf of the City, and authorizing the execution 
of a contract with the United States of America, 
under Section 810 of the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, related to urban homesteading 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne has hereto¬ 
fore authorized the incorporation of a quasi-public corporation. Neighborhood 
Care, Inc.; and 

WHEREAS, said Neighborhood Care, Inc. is authorized by Ordinance 
of this Common Council and by its Articles of Incorporation to engage in the 
acquisition, holding and conveying of property, real and personal, to adminis¬ 
ter an Urban Homesteading Program on behalf of the City; and 

WHEREAS, Section 810 of the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974 provides for the financial and other assistance to the locality from 
the United States of America, acting through the Secretary of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development to enable the locality to conduct a Urban 
Homesteading Program. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Neighborhood Care, Inc., a quasi-public corporation, 
is designated to administer an Urban Homesteading Program, under which one 
(1) and two (2) family dwellings may be conveyed to individuals or families 
who must occupy and rehabilitate such dwellings, in accordance with Indiana 
State Law IC 1971, 18-7 as amended. 

SECTION 2. Neighborhood Care, Inc., is authorized and designated 
to act on behalf of the City of Fort Wayne to establish such Urban Homesteading 
Program(s) as it deems appropriate, and such programs as shall be approved 
by the United States of America acting through the Secretary of the Department

necessary and appropriate to enable the City of Fort Wayne to participate in the 
demonstration program authorized by said Section 810, and future Urban Home¬ 
steading Programs as may be enacted and authorized. 

SECTION 3. Neighborhood Care, Inc., is authorized, on behalf of 
the City of Fort Wayne to: 

(a) Accept from the United States of America, without payment 
properties held by the Secretary of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development; 

(b) Conditionally convey such real property to an individual 
or family without any substantial consideration; 


(c) 


Assist such individuals and families in the financing of 
the rehabilitation of real property so conveyed; 


(d) Establish such criteria for the selection of homesteaders 
who have a probability of success, which address their 
capacity to accept, improve, and maintain the property. 

Such criteria must assure that homesteaders are selected 
without regard to race, creed, religion, sex, national 
origin or marital status; and

(e) Generally, ^asste-all things necessary and proper to make 
effective use of Urban Homesteading Program(s) in conjunc¬ 
tion with other neighborhood preservation and residential 
rehabilitation programs.
